TALK COAL AT SOUTH TOWN 


South McAlester, I. T., Nov. 21.— 
Gov. Green McCurtain of the Choctaw 
nation made a short preliminary address 
yesterday before the senate committee 
and then Hampton Tucker of the com­ 
mittee on the Choctaw coal commission 
Was called. 
He was examined particularly with 
regard to the shortage of coal. xThe 
senators asked especially whether the 
mines belonging to the railroads were 
better served with cars than those be­ 
longing to independent operators. This 
Mr. Tucker denied. 
When questioned with regard to the 
royalty, Mr. Tucker saitf he thought it 
was a reasonably fair one. 
From July 
I, 1898, to July 1,1906,total tons mined 
20,405,703; total 
royalties collected, 
|1,735,733.38; total royalties collected 
ast year, $251,947.02. During the eight 
years the 
royalties have averaged 
$347.02 per acre. The Choctaws and 
Chickasaws, Mr. Tucker said, are unal­ 
terably opposed to the sale of the coal 
deposits and surface separated. 
When asked regarding removal of re­ 
strictions, ‘the speaker recommended a 
sweeping removal of restrictions upon 
the surplus, but suggested that some 
plan be evolved to insure that the In­ 
dians actually got the proceeds of the 
land sold. 
Chairman Clark seemed to incline, in 
reply to the plan of removing all re­ 
strictions from the surplus lands of the 
mixed bloods, to the establishment of a 
local tribunal independent of Washing­ 
ton to establish what full bloods should 
have their restrictions removed. The 
full bloods are getting practically noth­ 
ing from the lands now, and they cer­ 
tainly would not be worse off if they 
were allowed to sell their surplus anc 
get something from it. 
“ However,” he said, “ unless some 


plan can be devised tor consuming the 
proceeds of sales I would prefer to see 
the restrictions remain as they are. In 
making sale of the coal lands we would 
prefer that it be done by public auc­ 
tion. ’ ’ 
Martin Cheadle of Tishomingo spoke 
with regard to the school system of the 
Indians. 
‘‘Since the government as­ 
sumed entire control of our tribal 
schools,” he said, ‘‘they practically 
amount to nothing. Our people bitterly 
resent having the management of the 
schools taken away from them, and 
they keep their children at home. 
We 
Drefer the entire abolishment of the 
schools for the present, until the com­ 
ing of statehood, when we can contrib­ 
ute to the support of the public schools 
and send our children there. 
“There are five academies and about 
twenty neighborhood schools in the 
Chickasaw nation. The neighborhood 
schools have been practically all aban­ 
doned since the trouble arose, and none 
of the academies have opened so far 
this year.” 
The committee concluded the hearing 
from the Indian citizens who wished to 
testify before it. The sitting was con 
eluded at 11:30, after listening to sug­ 
gestions from all who had appeared be­ 
fore it. 
The senators leave this morn­ 
ing for Ardmore at 8 o’clock.

Washington,Nov. JI.- Secretary T aft' 
Fort Reno, Okla., Nov. 21.— The or- 
refused to make any statement what­ 
ever tonight concerning the negro 
troops that have been ordered discharged 
at Fort Reno, Oklahoma.
